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Tho  Average  ages  at  Death  in  this  Urban  District  were:-

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Local  Facilities. 

On  July  5th,  1948,  one  of  the  greatest  administrative  changes  took  plaoe 
in  the  history  of  medicine  in  this  country.  The  machinery  was  brought  into  being 
for  the  provision  of  a free  Medical  Service  for  all  who  cared  to  avail  themselves 
of  it.  As  a result  approximately  9 5%  of  the  whole  population  have  Joined  the 
Service.  All  the  local  General  Medical  Practitioners  agreed  to  give  this  service 
to  the  public;  which  also  provides  for  free  Home  Nursing,  Dental  treatment,  Optical 
treatment,  Hospital  treatment  and  Ambulance  Services;  also  the  provision  of  a free 
Maternity  Service.  At  present  the  County  Midwife  and  the  local  District  Nurse 
both  live  in  Bakewell  - to  the  great  benefit  of  this  Urban  District.  Every 
endevour  should  be  made  to  keep  these  officers  resident  in  the  town.  The  Bakewell 
Cottage  Hospital  is  now  managed  by  the  No.  3 Hospital  Management  Committee  of  The 
Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  carries  out  the  same  services  as  formerly. 
Before  the  "Appointed  Day"  a new  X-Ray  apparatus  had  been  provided  by  the  Committee. 
The  former  Bakewell  Public  Assistance  Institution  has  now  been  re-named  "Newholme" 
and  provides  part  3 accommodation  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  whilst  the 
Male  and  Female  Infirmaries  cater  for  the  chronic  sick  and  infirm.  There  is  also 
maternity  accommodation  with  a good  labour  ward  and  a Maternity  V/ard  of  three  beds. 

For  the  sake  of  completeness,  I submit  a list  of  other  Clinics  which 
serve  this  Urban  District :- 

An  Anti  Natal  Clinic  is  held  at  Dean  Hill  House,  Matlock  weekly,  on 
Thursdays.  Times:  9 to  11  a.in, , and  1.30  to  3 p*m. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  held  every  Tuesday  in  the  same  building. 
Times:  10  to  12  noon  and  2 to  4 p*m. 

There  is  also  an  Orthopaedic  Clinic  held  the  1st  Tuesday,  whilst  ca.ses 
for  Child  Guidance  are  seen  by  appointment,  as  required. 

An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Bakewell,  on  the 
2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  in  each  month.  Times:  1,30  to  4 p.m.  A Medical  Officer 
usually  attends  on  the  2nd  Wednesday,  This  Clinic  is  available  for  all  children 
under  5 years.  Facilities  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  are  provided. 

Efforts  have  been  made  by  your  Authority  to  obtain  an  Anti  Natal 
Clinic  in  Bo„kewell  without  success.  It  is  a long  way  for  Mothers  advanced  in 
pregnancy  to  have  to  travel  to  Matlock  by  bus.

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ambuimnce  service. 

There  is  an  Ambulance  Station  situated  at  the  Fire  Station  U.D.C, , Depot, 
in  Granby  Road,  Bakowell,  where  two  ambulances  are  available  for  stretcher  cases. 

Four  whole-time  personnel  are  employed.  Tel:  No:  Bakowell  393. 

It  appears  to  me  that  there  is  a need  for  a smaller  vehicle  such  as  a 
car,  for  the  use  of  sitting  cases,  plaster  cases,  and  cases  undergoing  Physiotherapy, 
and  Deep  X-Rays,  which  could  be  utilised  so  that  the  larger  stretcher  ambulances, 
which  must  be  much  more  expensive  to  run  need  not  be  used  for  such  Journeys.

The  Council’s  Housing  Policy  is  progressive  and  sound,  but  the  progress 
in  housing  during  the  year  has  been  slow,-  the  delay  being  with  the  contractors  - 
difficulty  with  labour  and  materials  being  the  stated  cause. 

Contracts  for  66  permanent  houses  are  in  hand. , and  at  the  end  of  1948, 
nine,  3 bedroomed  houses  and  two,  2 bedroomed  houses  for  Aged  Persons  had  been 

completed  and  occupied. 


WATER. 

The  supply  has  been  adequate  in  quality  and  quantity  during  the  year, 
there  being  no  shortage  in  contrast  with  last  year. 

One  Bacteriological  sample  was  taken  at  the  springs  at  Fallinge. 
Result  - Satisfactory. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Sewage : A sample  of  effluent  gave  a clear  part  of  B.I, , the  condition 

of  t2ao  sewage  works  was  reported  as  satisfactory, 

3 Privy  Middens  wore  converted  into  W.C’s  during  the  year. 

15  Privy  Middens  were  converted  into  Pail  Closets  during  the  year. 

There  are  now  very  few  Prxvy  Middens  left  - they  should  be  converted 
as  soon  as  is  practicable. 


MILK: 

Only  3 samples  wore  taken  during  the  year.  All  passed  the  Methyleno 

Blue  Test. 

Samples  should  be  taken  more  regularly  as  stated  in  last  year's  report.

The  above  figures  are  collated  from  the  separate  statistics  of  three 
sanitary  inspectors  working  on  regular  days  throughout  the  year.  Attention  is  drawn 
to  the  high  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  cattle  inspected.

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MINT  STRY  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 


Moat  Distributing  Centre:  - These  premises  have  been  improved  during  the  year. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  those  buildings  were  taken  over  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war  and  consist  of  converted  stabling  and  garage  outbuildings.  The  general  standard 
of  cleanliness  is  moderately  satisfactory. 

There  remains  0 NE  open  vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  moat;  the  others 
being  closed.  The  cleanliness  of  these  vehicles  could  be  much  improved;  whilst 
a far  greater  standard  of  cleanliness  in  those  handling  food  for  public  consumption 
is  necessary. 

It  is  for  the  Ministry  of  Pood  to  put  its  own  house  in  order  at  the  source 
of  supply*  by  more  insistence  on  cleanliness  of  personell  (i.e.,  cloohing,  etc.) 
and  equipment  if  they  are  to  justifiably  enforce  improved  methods  by  the  retailer. 

Slaughter  Houses:  - The  unsatisfactory  conditions  prevailing . in  the 

Ministry  of  Pood  Slaughter  House  remain  the  same  (see  previous  Annual  Reports). 

The  premises  are  too  congested  for  proper  cooling  and  meat  inspection  when  the  killing 
rate  is  high.  The  arrangements  for  cleansing  of  knives  and  cloths  are . very  poor. 
Infected  and  non-infected  knives  and  cloths  are  not  separated.  There  is  no  proper 
supply  of  hot  water  (which  can  be  changed)  for  the  purpose  of  proper  cleanliness. 

All  these  points  are  important  when  it  is  realised  that  the  lubercular 
Rate  in  Ca.ttle  slaughtered  in  Bakewell  is  still  3M.  68;j,  A higher,  standard  of 
cleanliness  and  general  supervision  from  a hygienic  point  of  view  is  required  on 
these  premises. 

A Public  Abbatoir  is  required  for  this  district  as  previously  reported. 


Food  Poisoning:  - There  was  no  outbreak  during  the  year.  In  order 

to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  isolated  cases  or  even  an  epidemic  or  tnis  serious 
comrOaint  it  is  important  that  the  public  conscience  should  be  aroused  as  to  the 
necessity  of  absolute  cleanliness  in  the  handling,  cooking  and  keeping  of  all 
foodstuffs.
